on ■ all sorts of social and political critisisms,ahd dissatisfaction with the way things 
are,and you can end up in a position where you come to believe that simply saying those 
things actualy makes a difference,wheras it doesn't in actual fact...I mean it makes no 
sense to say "Get rid of the bomb” in an abstract context,because if we did get rid of 
the bomb it wouldn't make much difference,because than we'd have to get rod of something 
else,because its the whole of society...The bomb is just a logical extension of the 



kind of society we live in.The bomb is just the top,where it all ends up,and 
you can't take that away without questioning the rest p and the rest comes down 


how we actually live. j

changes in a system or structure like the family or the state or the church by actually
